Confirmation of the survey results came only three days ago in 
a British by-election in Northampton, where a “stop-the-war” can- 
didate received only 6.5 per cent of the vote, as compared to the 
country-wide vote of 7 per cent for peace in the Institute’s survey. 

The “say nothing” group included those who had no ready answer 
or were undecided. 

What gives added importance to the result is the contrast with 
the previous survey taken last March. 

At that time, before the fall of France and the air blitzkrieg on 
England, more than three times as many people favored a negotiated 
peace as favor it today.

LONDON, Dec. 10. — (®) — 
Britain hanged two German spies 


in gloomy, century-old Penton- 
ville prison today in her first ex- 
ecutions for espionage in this war. 

The two Nazis, 25-year-old Jose 
Waldberg, and 24-year-old Karl 
Meier, were convicted under the 
treachery act November 22 in a 
civil trial at the central criminal 
court. Had they been convicted 
by a court-martial, they would 
have died before a firing squad. 

The charge was that they had 
erected a radio transmitter by 
night in secluded spots in the 
countryside. The court was told 
that their apparatus—entirely of 
German manufacture—was extra- 
ordinarily light, being carried in 
two black bags like camera cases, 
and could be adjusted to send on 
different wave-lengths. 

The official announcement said 
the men had been led to believe 
they would be relieved shortly by 
invading German troops, It said 
they came to England plentifully 
supplied with money, apparently 
under instructions to pick up 
whatever military information 
they could by posing as refugees 
from German-occupied territory.

In Desert Sands 
Indications grow stronger, daily: that Benito 


Mussolini, leader of Italian Fascists, is facing 
early disaster. Il Duce has made three or four 
serious mistakes and now he is beginning that 
reaping of disaster which, for dictators, al- 
ways follows the first few missteps. 

His first and greatest mistake, of course, 
was in ever declaring war against France and 
Britain. The world knows how, in cold-blooded 
Just for loot, he stabbed Italy’s ancient friend, 
France, in the back at the darkest hour in all 
her history. 

His second mistake was in sending a great 
Italian force into the desert, ostensibly to at- 
tack Egypt, though strategists have not yet 
decided what plan, what purpose: was behind 
the concentration of great numbers of troops, 
great masses of equipment, at Sidi Barrani. 

_ Then came his unprovoked attack on Greece, 
an attack which has turned into disaster, which 
is costing thousands of precious Italian lives 
daily and which has punctured the Mussolinian 
‘balloon of bombast and braggadocio. 

' Now, it is plain, he has lost control of the 
eastern Mediterranean, that stretch of water 
which has been called, in further boast, Mare 
Nostrum, “our sea,” by the Italians. That sea 
Ms now under control of the British fleet and 

ne British air force. 

Which means that the costly expedition at 
Sidi Barrani is cut off from its home base, 
that supplies cannot be shipped across the 
Mediterranean and that Mussolini might as 
well give up that entire force as lost. 

How intense the present British offensive 

zainst the Italian forces on the desert will 
ome remains to be seen. Possibly they will 
ound the Italians and, attacking from all 
ad sides, from the sea by naval bombardment 
nd by air, force surrender of the entire army 

or else wipe it out. 

However, it will probably make little dif- 

ference in the long run. For, bogged down in 
the desert sand, cut off from supplies or succor, 
that Italian force is doomed. 
It would be, however, excellent phychology 
if the British hurry the disaster, smash or 
seize that army quickly. For it might well be 
the final blow to turn the Italian people into 
revolt against Il Duce. |

MORE AMERICAN AID FOR CHINA 

Washington’s timing of the announcement that 
$100,000,000 in new credits were granted to 
China’s Chiang Kai-shek government within a 
few hours of the announcement that Japan had 
signed a peace treaty with the Wang Ching-wei 
puppet government at Nanking “could have been 
a coincidence, but that is not likely,” says the 
NEW ORLEANS TIMES-PICAYUNE, which, like 
the majority of American newspapers, approves 
our government’s action. 

While “Mr. Roosevelt has acted dangerously 
in advancing such a sum to unhappy China,” it 
is the logical act “if we really” want to help, 
declares the PORTLAND OREGONIAN, which 
believes that “in the inner circles of the Japa- 
nese government” the credits “will have far more 
significance” than the withdrawal of our na- 
tionals from “certain parts of the Orient.” The 
NEW YORK HERALD TRIBUNE calls “the ad- 
ministration’s policy of supporting China... as 
sound a defense policy as any that has been 
adopted.” 

The KANSAS CITY STAR points out that of 
the credits, half “will be used for the purchase 
of food and military supplies. The other is ear- 
marked to support the Chinese currency.’ The 
STAR recalls that these, with other loans in the 
last two years, total “nearly 200 million dollars,” 
and says, “Despite war and other difficulties, the 
Chinese managed to maintain their shipments of 
wolframite, antimony and tin upon which the 
first loan was based.” Also pointing out these 
steady deliveries, the NEW YORK TIMES feels 
“the Chinese are honest debtors” and because 
“Chinese armies probably operate more cheaply

I have 
not the slightest scientific answer to explain why a fox hound may 
trail a fox. I do not know these things. Yet they have been a part 
of my life since childhood. Sitting in the quiet of a far-off place, 
listening to the songs which have grown out of the soil, the toil, 
the hearts and the faith of the people who sing them, I can under- 
stand why one confidently may say that “God is a Battle-Axe and a 
mighty refuge in a time of storm.”

What is inflation? In simple words, it is a process of creating 
imaginery wealth by. charging one another too much. Every man 
is able to get more dollars for his goods or service. But since this 
is true of all, it means that dollars lose much of their value. A 
one-dollar article brings 10 dollars; and since 10 dollars are re- 
quired to do the work of one, a dollar is worth only a dime, Those 
who have fixed incomes, whether from their labor or investments, 
receive the usual number of dollars, but they can buy only one- 
tenth as much, 

What causes inflation? Again the answer can be given in 
simple terms: “Wild spending.” Of course this is only the sur- 
face cause, and there are other and more sinister reasons behind 
it. Anything that is abundant loses value, and this also applies 
to money. And when the people, for any reason, losé confidence 
in the value of money, they hasten to exchange it for goods. In 
effect, they bid against one another and thus force prices up. 
Money loses more and more of its value, and the process continues 
until money is worthless and everybody is ruined. 

One rich man in a town might spend vast sums without causing 
inflation. But if everybody’s wages are doubled, there is a busi- 
ness boom that excites everybody; each citizen makes frenzied 
effort to get his share; money is plentiful and easy to get;.so the 
price of real estate and everything else goes up, and the town has 
a period of inflation. 

Now we are facing the same thing on a national scale. The 
government is pouring out billions of borrowed dollars for de- 
fense; the national debt is being doubled; industry, vainly begging 
for skilled workers, is now hiring any kind of labor it can get; 
wages are going up and will go higher; already, in many cities, 
people are bidding against one another to rent or buy homes. 

If our people were thrifty and saved every spare penny for 
the hard times that lie ahead, there would be little inflation. ®ut 


you can’t scatter billions among free and easy spenders without 


starting an era of large and fancy buying. 
One year from now, every employable man should be work- 


ing; and merchants might as well stock $12 silk shirts.

TVA Aide Says State’s 


Natural Resources 
Are Inert. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 10.—(P)— 
Georgia has an opportunity to in- 
crease her income $200,000,000 in 
the next 10 years through proper 
industrial development, Harry 
Vaughan, director of research for 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
said here today. 


Speaking to county and home, 


agents assembled for the annual 
Georgia Agricultural Extension 
Service Conference, Vaughan, for- 
mer director of the Georgia Tech 
experiment station; said “the an- 
swer to many subsistence prob- 
lems of the Georgia farmer is 
proper industrial devolpment.” 


“The United States,” he said, 
“has been regionally unbalanced 
for decades. Industry, particular- 
ly rural industry, weighs too light- 
ly in the southern scale. 

Resources Inert. 


“Throughout the country we 
have thought in terms of an out- 
moded principle based . upon a 
static economics of scarcity. We 
are actually operating in a system 
of dynamic economics of plenty. 
Therefore, people in all sections of 
the country are compelled to in- 
terest themselves in the devolop- 
ments of the deficient sections. 

“Natural resources are inert. 
Their values are potential only. 
Their greatest value can be real- 
ized only when energy, skill and 
ingenuity are applied to trans- 
forming them into desirable con- 
sumer goods.” 

Director Walter S. Brown, of the 
Georgia Agricultural Extension 
Service, told the group it is more 
necessary than ever today for agri- 
culture, industry, and commerce 
to get toghether and work out 
plans on a mutual basis in order 
to strengthen the whole economic 
structure of the nation. ; 

Broad Perspective 


Pointing out the conference was 
called to discuss the inter-relation- 
ship of industry, commerce and 
agriculture and the effect it will 
have on Georgia farm family liv- 
ing, Brown said he hoped the 
discussions would give county and 
home agents a broad perspective 
not only on agricultural matters 
but other economic factors affect- 
ing the farmers. — 

Director Brown said that begin- 
ning the first of the year it is 
planned to hold district meetings 
throughout Georgia which will be 
attended by county program plan- 
ning committees, representatives 
of the Georgia Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, various governmental agen- 
cies and others to discuss plans for 
a long-time agricultural program. 

“With our export trade. pretty 
well shot at the present,’ Brown 
said, “Farm people are cognizant 
of the fact that every effort must 
be made immediately to get 
needed farm income from agricul- 
tural products that are taking the 
place of cotton and tobacco, the 
two main cash crops so seriously 
affected by the decline in export 
trade.”

Eigh- 
teen ratings were reported wound- 
ed in action, all of them now in 
hospital and next of kin advised.

The Saguenay was able to make 
its own way into port and now 
is undergoing repairs.

Rates, Acreage 
InConservation 
Program Given 


Payments Generally 
Will Be Same on Next 
Year’s Crops. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(UP) 
The Agriculture .Department to- 


day announced rates of payment. 
and acreage goals for next year’s | 


agricultural conservation program. 

The goals for’ soil-depleting 
crops were unchanged from the 
270,000,000 to 285,000,000 acres 
established in 1940 and in most 
cases payments will be the same. 


The department announced the 
following increased rates for com- 
puting soil-building allowances: 


For general crop and nonde-| 


pleting acreage in deficit general 
crops areas, an increase from 63 


cents per acre in 1940 to 70 cents | 
per acre in 1941; for nondepleting 


acreage in surplus producing gen- 


eral crop areas, 50 cents per acre 


compared with 49 1-2 cents this 
year; and for commercial vege- 
table areas, 70 cents per acre 
compared with 63 cents this year. | 
For rates on naval stores where 
the amounts vary there was a/§ 
slight increase over this. year. 

The rates of payments an- 
nounced today were: 

Corn, 9 cents; cotton, 1.37 cents; 
rice, 5.5 cents’ per 
pounds; peanuts, $2. a Foy: ton; 
fire-cured tobacco, cents; 
vegetables, per acre, $1 3: general 
soil-depleting crops, $1.10. 

The goals set for the major 
crops in 1941 for the most part’ 
remained the same as for 1940: 
Corn, 88,000,000 to 90,000,000; cot- 
ton, 27,000,000 to 29,000,000; rice, 
880,000 to 900,000. The acreage for 
peanuts was increased from be- 
tween 1,550,000 to 1,600,000 acres 
this year to 1,575,000 to 1,625,000 
acres in 1941.

Labor Versus 


MY DAY: National Defense 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—This morning I saw a heading in 
the newspaper which disturbed me very much. On reading the 
Story, it appeared that one of our admirals was before a com- 

mittee in congress and reported that the Walsh- | 
Healey bill was creating contractual difficul- 
ties and retarding the defense program. 

He asserted that this act, under which firms 
accepting government contracts are required to 
meet certain labor standards fixed by their in-- 
dustries, “continues to be a disturbing factor 
in the procurement of some lines of govern- 
ment supplies.” He emphasized the reluctance 
of many manufacturers to bid for government 
contracts because of the minimum wage deter- 
minations, and cited experiences with steel and 
aircraft clock manufacturers as examples to 

en illustrate his point. 

I think it is often forgotten that it is the red tape surrounding 
the government work which deters people as much as any legal | 
restrictions. Payment is slow and many difficulties arise which 
do not arise in private contracts. | 

The Walsh-Healey act was passed by congress after long and 
careful debate. It represents safeguards for labor which seem en- 
tirely reasonable to many people and must have seemed so to the 
majority of congress. If that majority today, decides that it was 
wrong, it seems to me the changes snould be made only after due 
debate in congress. 

I cannot escape the feeling, however, that the tendency has been, 
so far, to say that labor must make sacrifices of wages and hours 
because of the necessities of national defense. I have yet to see 
anywhere a statement that manufacturers and business concerns 
and the general public, through investment returns, shall make this 
same type of sacrifice in the cause of national defense, by cutting 
profits and reducing the salaries of their executives. 

Our volume of production is dependent on the willingness with 
which men work with their hands and their heads. Necessary as 
is the work of the men at the top, they can do nothing without the 
vast army of workers. The workers can do nothing, I grant you, 
without the men at the top and what they represent in capital in- 
vestment and in ability and experience. It is quite evident that this 
is a co-operative job. Sacrifices will have to be equal. Work and 
devotion to the country for which we sacrifice can only be equal 
if everybody concerned feels that they have at stake a way of life 
for which it is worth while to sacrifice.

Press Warns Britains 
Against Belief Nazis 
Are Weakening. 


| LONDON, Dec. 11.—(Wednes- 
day)—(#)—Londoners slept warily 
underground but undisturbed by 
German bombers for the second 
successive night since the “mon- 
ster” attack Sunday night, while 
‘the press warned them against 
false optimism. 

By 12:30 o’clock this morning 
the capital had had 41 hours with- 
out alarm despite comparatively 
good weather conditions. The last 
alert sounded at 7:30 o’clock Mon- 


day morning. 

Early last night RAF bombers 
heavily raided the German “inva- 
sion coast” and long-range guns 
dueled across the Dover straits, but 
no German planes were reported 
over British soil. ; 

The Authoritative Press Associ- 
ation suggested continental weath- 
er conditions apparently were re- 
sponsible for the mysterious ‘lack 
of Nazi air activity and cautioned 
“it would be a big mistake to im- 
agine anything more optimistic.” 

“The heavy attack Sunday night 
was an instance of the fallacious 
theory that the German air force 
is materially weakened,” it point- 
ed out. 

Shelling across the Dover strait 
began in rain shortly before 7:30 
o’clock last night. Several houses 
were severely damaged and three 
persons injured before the shell- 
ing ceased a half-hour later. 

Then sheets of red flame, visi- 
ble from the British coast as the 
rain ended and a brilliant moon 
appeared, indicated a resumption 
of last night’s RAF raids on Ger- 
‘man bases along the near-by 
French coast. 

The RAF’s bombers were busy 
overnight. The German naval 
base at Lorient, docks at Bou- 
logne and Calais, and an airplane 
plant in Bremen, Germany, were 
heavily bombed, the air ministry
